It 
is a quiet agricultural village, in which 

was spent the lifetime of Stonewall 
Jackson; @ most picturesque figure in 

the Southern Confederacy, brilliant 

with life and color, while ten thou- 

sand strangers assembled within its 

environs to participate in exercises in- 

cident to the unveiling of the monu- 

inent, symbolic of esteem and venera- | 
tion felt for the great soldier. 

The weather is superb, fresh cool 
breezes tempering the rays of the sun. 
The streets and buildings are appro- 
priately decorated. Three beautiful 
arches extend over the main street. 
Banners with the name of Jackson 
and the different battles printed on 
them swing within a hundred yards of 
each other across the line of march. 
On one appears Jackson's noted tele- 
gram of the battle of McDowell: ‘“‘God 
blessed our arms with victory at Me- 
Dowell yesterday. Long streamers 
of Confederate States’ flags and battle 
flags, set off with national colors, dec- | 
erate the houses. Lee's mausoleum 
was covered with evergreens and cut 
flowers. The statue stands on an em- 
inence of a circle in the center of the 
city cemetery on Main street, well set 
off with giant trees. 

A Virginian sculptor, Edward V. 


Valantine, who designed Lee’s monu- 


ment statue of bronze of a heroic size, 
portrays Jackson with uncovered 
head leaning on his sword and his 
left leg and looking out upon the field 
of battle. In the right hand at his 
side he holds his field glass. The 
figtire is clad in the full uniform of a 
Confederate Lieutenant-General. The 
scabbard of his sword bears the let- 
ters “A. S.,“ historical facts, as it 
was modeled from Jackson's own 
sword. The statue proper measures 
sight feet and surmounts a granite 
pedestal ten and a half feet bigh. 
The soldiers who followed Jackson 
during the war are much pleased with 
the statue. 

The parade ground of the Virginia 
Military Institute was the place of 
formation, under the direction of Gen- 
eral James A. Walker of Wythe, Va., 
who is the only survising commander 
of the Stonewall brigade. The -mem- 
bers of General Wallar’s staff occu- 
pied the right of the procession. The 
staff was followed by the Stonewall 
Band of twenty pieces heading the 
Rockbridge (Va.) Battery, under 
Colonel Wm. T. Poagae, with guns 
operated under General Jackson at 
the first battle of Manassas. The 
guns belong to tbe Virginia Military 
Institute, and before the war the ca- 
dets received instructions in their use 
from the hero of Chancellorsville. 

The remainder of the procession 
was held up by the survivors of the 
Stonewall brigade, consisting of the 
4th, 5th, 27th and 23rd Virginia regi-

A POWERFUL MICROSCOPE. 


An Object Glass That Magnified Seven 
Thousand Five Hundred Times. 
Charles X. Dalton, instrument maker, 
says, according to a Boston corre- 
spondent of the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
erat. R. B. Tolles, of Hoston, now dead, 
was the greatest maker of microscope 
lenses the world has ever seen. He 
once made an object-rlass that magni- 
ied 7,500 times. It was the first and 
only one ever constructed, and was 
made as the result of a long contro- 
versy with other microscopists in re- 
gard to the possibility of resolving what 
was known as Nobert's nineteenth 
band. Nobert was a Frenchman who 
by chemical appliances ruled on glass 
parallel lines at the rate of about 100,- 
000 to the inch. No microscope lens 
then made was. sufliciently powerful to 
count these lines. Mr. Tolles, as a re- 
sult of statements made during the con- 
troversy, started to make an objective 
that should magnify 7.500 times. This 
he succeeded in doing somewhere about 
1874. This objective was one-seventy- 
fifth of an inch in diameter, and was 
about as large as the hole made in a 
sheet of paper by the poifit of a very 
fine needle. This lens was afterward 
sold for $600 to Maj. Woodward, in the 
government employ at Washington, but 
his bill was not allowed by the auditor, 
and the lons was taken off his hands by 
one Dr. Harriman. In turn he sold it 
to Dr. Ephraim Cutter, in whose posses- 
sion it now is. Objectives that magnify 
5,000 times are rare, and it is 2 power 
ful microscope” that magnifies even 
2,500 times. These are necessary in 
| bacteriological research, and in testing 
blood corpuscles to determine, for in- 
stance, whether they are of human 
blood or not. A local paper recently 
told of a Boston physician who exam- 
ined the tubercle bacillus with a pow 
erful” glass that magnified 900 times. 
Ridiculous! You can't seo the consump- 
tion bacillus with an objective that 
magnifies less than 1. 200 times England 
is the great rival of this country in 
mieroscope- making. France and Ger- 
many are behind. I suppose that some 
time an objective will be mate that 
will magnify 10.02\times. but it will be 
a much more dificult task than the 
naking of a telescope - glass five feet in

“THERE'S MILLIONS IN IT.” 


The Treaseres of Monte Christe 
| Actually Found at Last. 


Concerning the remarkable find of 
more than $70,000,000 at the old cas- 
tle of San Antonio, Brazil, we quote 


Carreo, publisbed at Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, July Ist.: Before it was con- 


a Monastery under the control of the 
Jeanits. During this period the treas- 
ure is supposed to have been hidden 
underneath the castle in vaults. In 
one of these a large number of cases, 
cheste and bundles were discovered. 
They are ennumerated ag follows: 

One hundred and twelve wooden 
boxes, with iron clasps and three 
locks on each, weighing 856 kilos 
each. 

Four cast-iron chests, weighing 615 
kilos each. 

Sixteen leather sacks, sewed, weigh- 
ing thirty-nine kilos each. 

Eight hundred and six 2 of 
parchments, with a total of 1,457 kilos 
two pounds. 


Three boxes containing papers and 
twenty-six packages, slightly dam- 


4n examination of the contents of 
these and packages resulted in 
a most astonishing find. The 112 
wooden cases contained gold money 
to the value of $70,000,000 in the 
shape of old portuguese cruzades (au- 
cient milreas worth about 50 cents 
each) and an accounting of the treas- 
ure- verified by documents feund in 
the cases. Among the papers found 
was a receipt of Friar rte Anton, 
Superior of the Order of Jesuits, ac- 
kuowledging the ipt of 20,000,000 
cruzades in gold, to be turned over to 
Don John V as a tribute of honor upon 
his voyage to Brazil. These 20,000,- 
000, ther with 2,256 kilogrammes 
of gold powder contained in four iron 
chests and*$45 kilos of gold bars, ves- 
sels and richly worked ornaments were 
to have gone to Portugal aboard the 
royal squadron of Caravels, and the 
galleons which were under the com- 
mand of Don Sebastian and were 
to touch at Brazil en route to 
Lisbon. It is said when, in 
the last century, the Marquis 
of Pombat, a great Portuguese states- 
man, demanded the remittance of the 
above named sum, Father Anton 
buried the treasure in the vaults of 
his monastery and denied that it ever 
had been in nis possession, declaring 
it had been taken away during-the 
previous reign. In consequence of 
this denial, which did not deceive the 
Marquis, the Jesuits were expelled 
from Brazil and Portugal. 

The twenty-six packages found con- 
tain a variety of precious stones, 
whose value cannot be stated, as they 
have not yet been appraised. It is 
something enormous, however. 

The excavations about the castle are 
not vet finished, and the discovery of 
new treasures is not impossible.
